ly for pacific purposes to aid in the 
removal of refugees in the event 
the United States could not protect 
the British population of the coun­ 
try. 
The foreign office statem ent to­ 
day said Charles C. Eberhardt, U. S. 
minister to Nicaragua, had been 
unable to guarantee protection of 
British lives and property in N i- 
cara gua. 
Replying to questions at the for­ 
eign office, the spokesman for the 
British 
government 
said 
Britain 
did not expect to improve on the 
protection already provided by U. 
S. warships, sailors and marines in 
Nicaragua, but that the British ac 


tion merely waa to provide a Brit­ 
ish place refuge. 
Reason for Sending W arship 
"The British charge d’affaires at 
Managua," the foreign office an ­ 
nounced, "having reported to his
